Back in 1975, the Ontario 
Government established the Education 
Relations Commission to ‘foster 
harmonious collective bargaining 
relations’ between school boards and 
teachers. 


This commission has the authority to 
appoint a ‘fact finder’ to help with the 
bargaining if the school board and 
teachers cannot get together and agree 
on a contract. 


The fact finder is paid by the 
Provincial government in other 
words, ultimately if indirectly, by YOU 
the taxpayer. 


Such a fact finder has just been 
appointed by the Education 
RelationsCommission to assist the 
LENNOX AND ADDINGTON Board of 
Education in negotiations with its 
teachers ...and he will have an assistant 
too! 


‘It’s not the first time this board has 
had a fact finder appointed,’ a 
spokesman at the Lennox and 
Addington Board of Education told the 
Scanner. ‘We've had them on a couple 
of other occasions too.’ 


Teachers in Lennox and Addington 


are on one-year contracts, running from 
the beginning of September to the end 
of August. No contract has been signed 
for the current year yet.

Close vote — but pool plans went down the drain

In a close 10 to nine vote at last 
Wednesday’s Prince Edward County 
council meeting, councillors voted 
against the contribution of $200,000 
towards a community swimming pool. 


Plans for the Olympic-size swimming 
pool to be located at the Prince Edward 
Collegiate Institute at a projected cost of 
one million dollars were conceived six 
years ago. It is feared that last 
Wednesday's decision by county 
council may mean the end to the 
swimming pool. 


Chairman of the Prince Edward 
Swimming Pool committee, Robert 
Stuart, appeared before county council 
last Wednesday in an effort to seek 
postponement of the council's final 
decision until MPP for Prince 
Edward/Lennox, James Taylor, was able 
to consult with the Ministry of 
Community and Social Services. 


Taylor, a former minister of 
community and social services, was to 
see if the ministry would committ itself 
to renting the pool on an hourly rate for 
residents of the prince Edward Heights 
complex. The ministry, in an earlier 
decision, decided against any capital 
funding of the million dollar project. 


MIXED REACTIONS 


The fate of the community swimming 
pool drew mixed reaction from four 
Prince Edward County residents 


interviewed Sunday afternoon. 


Tom Steen of 13 Prospect AVenue, 
Picton, was not in favour of the pool 
being located on high school property. 


‘They can say all they want about it 
being a swimming pool for everybody, 
but what it boils down to, the location 
will be as such that no one but high 
school students, or those connected 
with the school will be able to gain ready 
access to it.’ 


Steen also added that ‘Prince Edward 
County warden, Ben Prinzen, has the 
right idea when he says the county 
should settle for something less. Steen 
suggested building a pool on a scale 
which could have provided for 
expansion (covering for winter use) ata 
later date when funds became available. 


Bill Gribble, a retired engineer, said 
he was in favour of the pool ‘right from 
the very beginning’. 

The RR 2, Picton, resident stressed 
that access to the water is difficult. 
available only to those who use the 
parks or own waterfton property. 


A pool, he said, would allow everyone 
a chance for swimming opportunities. 


He stressed that an alarming number 
of county residents are unble to swim 
and the construction of a community 
swimming pool would solve this 
problem 


Harvey Boomhower of RR 8, Picton, a 


government employee also agreed a 
community swimming pool was needed 
in the county. Suggesting the project 
will not fade away,he said,’Sooner or 
later, when it comes up before council, 
another year, it will be passed, and the 
longer they keep putting it off, the more 
it is going to cost as prices continue to 
escalate.” 


He termed the proposed pool ‘a great 
asset for the residents at the Prince 
Edward Heights complex.’ 


Sophiasburgh resident, Barbara 
Mowat called the plans for acommunity 
swimming pool ‘absolute madness’ 
adding that a county this siz e cannot 
afford such a luxury. 


‘When they put in a county lib rary, 
then I'll vote for a community swimming 
pool,’ she said emphatically. 


A strong supporter of a county library, 
Mrs. Mowat stressed that Prince Edward 
County was one of few remaining 
counties in the province that did not 
have a county library which, she added, 
would cost taxpayers only $1.50 per 
Capita. 

She noted that even small towns and 
villages often had large, expensive 
community centres, many of them not 
used extensively, but statistics show that 
far more people read than use these 
facilities. 


‘I feel we should get our priorities 
straight,’ she said. 


The fact finder’s job is to prepare a 
report to be presented to both sides 
within 30 days. this report identifies 
outstanding issues, states the positions 
of both sides and may or may not 
recommend settlement terms. If there is 
still no agreement within a stated 
period, the report is made public. 


In PRINCE EDWARD COUNTY, a fact 
finder was appointed last year for the 
first time. Teachers there are also on a 
one-year contract. 


This year, there has been no 
agreement again and a fact finder, 
Belinda Kirkwood, a Toronto lawyer, 
has been appointed. Negotiations are 
underway now and Ms. Kirkwood was at 
the county board offices last week. 


In HASTINGS COUNTY, a fact finder 
was appointed last year, but not this 
year.

WHY SHOULD GOOD DRIVERS PAY MORE? 


If a life insurance company started charging the same 
premium rate for everybody ... no matter what the age of 
the applicant or previous medical history ... it’s asafe bet 
that the company would soon be out of business. If all 
premiums were based on fair risk rates for young 
people, the company would go broke paying out on 
death claims for senior citizens. If the rates were all 
based on seniors, young people couldn’t afford to buy 
insurance. With no sales, the company would have to go 
out of business. 

But that’s exactly the situation Ontario's Minister of 
Consumer and Commercial Relations, Frank Drea, is 
foisting on the automobile insurance companies. 


Aultomobile insurance will be compulsory after 
December 1 of this year ... and that’s a step in the right 
direction. There is no reason why anyone should have 
the right to drive and risk hurting someone else without 
having insurance to pay for the injury. 


But his further decision ... to eliminate the use of 
‘discriminatory’ statistics, like age, in determining an 
automobile owner's insurance rate ... is going too far! 


The Insurers Advisory Organization of Canada 
estimates that the elimination of age as a rating factor 
would increase the rates of 5,000,000 car owners by 12 
per cent while decreasing the rates of 1,000,000 by 30 per 
cent. 


There’s a better suggestion for making the automobile 
insurance rates more fair to young drivers. Instead of 
higher rates for young drivers, why not higher rates for 
any new driver, whatever their age. Then, after a couple 
of years of safe driving, they could go on the regular rate.

MORE THAN MEETS THE EYE 


Photographs of minerals taken 
through a stereo-binocular microscope 


* and representative mineral specimens 


are on exhibit at the Hastings County 
Museum until October 10. 


The photomicrographs reveal the 
brilliance and the remarkably complex 
shapes of tiny mineral specimens, some 
with crystals only a millimeter across, 
not visible to the naked eye. 
Photomicrographs are not only 
beautiful to look at, they also provide a 
valuable scientific record of shapes and 
surface details which are often most 
perfectly formed on very small crystals. 


Visitors to the ‘More than Meets the 
eye’ exhibit will see the sharp triangular 
faces of gold crystals from Romania, the 
hair-like needles of cuprite crystals from 
Arizona, and the most transparent 
inverted pyramids of Weloganite 
crystals, a very rare mineral known only 
from the Francon Quarry in Montreal. 


The exhibit was developed by the 
Royal Ontario Museum in co-operation 
with Outreach Ontario, a program of 
the Ministry of Culture and Recreation. 


Augmenting the exhibition is a 
display of gem and mineral samples 
loaned by the Quinte Gem and Mineral 
Club. 


Winter hours at the Museum are 1:00 
to 4:30 p.m., Tuesday to Sunday. It is 
closed on Mondays except on holiday 
Mondays.

Napanee area man now earning his living 


after forty years of 


A Napanee area man who for 40 years 
was isolated in his own home has been 
released into a new life through a 
program for the developmentally 
handicapped in Lennox and Addington 
County. 


John was born with Downs Syndrome 
and until his mother died two years ago 
could not perform even the most basic 
tasks. His mother, perhaps ashamed and 
embarrassed, sheltered her son from 
the outside world and catered to his 
every need. 


Consequently, John could do nothing 
for himself, never learning even to talk. 


A stroke of luck and the Adult 
Protective Services Worker program 
changed all that. 


Donna Elliott, the APS worker in L-A 
County, came across John’s name while 
scanning a list in Belleville of thos 
scanning a list in Belleville of those 
receiving disability pensions in the 
county. She wrote a letter to John’s 
mother outlining the APS program for 
helping the developmentally 
handicapped. 


At that precise time, the woman was 
in hospital and the letter was opened by 
John’s sister, who was caring for him 
during the illness. 


‘I'm sure that if Mom had received the 
letter, she would have thrown it away,’ 
says John’s sister, married and a mother 
of five children. ‘I decided to take a look 
at the program because | thought I had 
nothing to lose.’ 


In the 18 months he has been exposed 
to the APS program, John’s 
transformation has been astonishing. 
He now works at ARC Industries at 
Napanee doing simple jobs, but doing 
them conscientiously. 


He is building up a vocabulary. He 
catches the bus to and from Napanee 
each day, and he can now perform 
personal tasks such as shaving, eating 
and dressing himself.

One of Ms. Elliott’s first tasks was to 
determine if John could hear and see. 


‘The trip into Napanee to get his eyes 
tested was one of the first times he had 
ever been outside of his home,’ said Ms. 
Elliott. ‘He was frightened by 
everything.” 


“It was impossible to tell if John could 
hear,’ she recalls. ‘So his sister and | 
began working with him. We devised a 
plan where he learned to dropabeanin 
a pot if he heard a certain sound.’ Using 
this method a professional team was _ 
eventually able to test John’s hearing. 


Ms. Elliott also arranged for a speech 
therapist to work with John and he is 
slowly learing to talk. It has taken time, 
but now he is able to make attempts at 
communicating. 


‘The changes in John over the past 
year and one half have been 
remarkable,’ says Ms. Elliott. John’s 
sister agrees. 


‘| thought this summer he could use a 
break from his work at ARC Industries, 
and considering the bus didn’t run in 
the summer months we decided to keep 
him home. | was wrong. He got 
grumpier and grumpier because he 
missed his work. And you have to 
remember that he sat around and did 
absolutely nothinbg for 40 years.’ 


The program was started in 1977 by 
the Lennox and Addington Association 
for the Mentally Retarded and Ms. 
Elliott was taken on as the first worker in 
August of that year. Since then, the 
program transferred to Ongwanada 
Hospital of Kingston, which offers 
similar services for the developmentally 
handicapped. Concurrent to an 
orientation with Ongwanada, Ms. Elliott 
is continuing to offer the APS program 
in Lennox and Addington County. 


The APS service is available to all 
developmentally handicapped adults in 
Lennox and ADdington and anyone can 
make a referral to Ms. Elliott.

Although the cause and cure for 
rheumatoid arthritis is not known, most 
types of arthritis can be controlled to 
prevent crippling. 


Not so long ago, one type of arthritis, 
SLE(systemic lupus erythematosus) was 
considered fatal, but now most cases 
can be controlled. 


One family in five is affec ted by 
arthritis. If you have morning stiffness 
which lasts more than 15 minutes, or 
pain or tenderness in one of more joints, 
you likely have one form of arthritis. In 
children, arthritis, shows up as an 
unexplained feyér, muscle weakness, 
failing eyesighyfand inflamed muscles.

MOZZARELLA AND POTATO PIE 


Boil 2 pounds potatoes, peeled, in 
salted water to cover until they are 
tender. 


Drain them and mash them. Stir in 
1/2 stick or 1/4 cup butter, softened, 
and season the potatoes with salt and 
pepper to taste. 


Butter and lightly flour a deep 9 1/2- 
inch pie plate. Spread in the mashed 
potatoes. 


Cut 1/2 pound mozzarella cheese 
into 1/4 inch thick slices. Arrange a layer 
of half the cheese on the potatoes and 
top it with 3 tomatoes, peeled, cut into 
1/2-inch thick slices, and sprinkled with 
1 teaspoon oregano and salt and pepper 
to taste. 


Top the tomatoes with the remaining 
mozzarella, 1/2 cup grated Parmesan 
cheese, and 1/2 stick or 1/4 cup butter, 
melted. 


Bake the mozzarella and potato pie in 
a hot oven (425 degrees F) for 20 to 25 
minutes, or until the cheese is melted 
and lightly browned. 


Serves 4 to 6.

ACCIDENTAL DISCOVERIES 
Tiny owls found 
in night nets 


BY TERRY SPRAGUE 


Amazing discoveries have been made 
by accident. 


Prince Edward Point, the southern 
most tip of Prince Edward County, was 
discovered by accident some 19 years 
ago. A party of naturalists from Kingston 
came upon the point by accident one 
day, and as luck would have it, they hita 
good day. A day when the whole point 
was teeming with migrants. The rest is 
history. 


Now the point is a national wildlife 
area; extensive studies are being 
conducted yearly on the flora and 
fauna; an Observatory has been 
established, one of three such 
observatories on the Canadian side of 
the Great Lakes; bird banding is carried 
out regularly during the migration 
season; and the point is recognized as 
one of North America’s prime focal 
spots for migratory birds. 


Similarly, the now successful banding 
of saw-whet owls at Prince Edward Point 
was the result of an accident. Someone 
decided to leave the nets open all night, 
and upon checking them the banders 
discovered saw-whet owls; not many, 
but enough to spark an interest in an 
experimental banding program.

Dangerous work of digging for trapped friends 
gives another side of the gold-mining story 


Editor’s Note: Gold is in the news right 
now, as the price soars, bringing bright 
prospects for the Canadian economy. 


But there is another side to the gold 
industry .. a grimmer side ... that of 
the miners who go down to get it ..who 
face the risks and the daily possibility of 
death. 


This is a true story, written by one of 
those gold miners, some 20 years ago, 
following a series of disasters as a new 
mine shaft was dug down through the 
ground. It was brought to the attention 
of the Scanner by one of our readers.

If you hit the Tourist Trail in Canada 
and your venturesome spirit follows the 
route of the original prospectors 
through the string of fabulous gold- 
mining towns that Northwestern 
Quebec flaunts like a necklace of raw 
nuggets -- Noranda ... Malartic ... Val 
d’Or -- take especial care as you enter 
the eastern approaches to the Town of 
Malartic and you will see a unique and 
notable monument to man’s disastrous 
struggle for gold. 


A half mile from the highway and 
across a creater-like ‘glory hole’ caused 


by underground cave-ins, a pure white 
cement pillar rises 140 feet above the 
rank muskeg and scrub bushland. 


There is no plaque upon this imposing 
edifice to commemorate the 16 men 
who died 2,600 feet beneath it during its 
construction nor is there any bas relief 
work in the cement depicting the heroic 
feats of the rescue workers who, armed 
with hooked poles like peaveys, floated 
on makeshift rafts into an odoriferous 
underground station and like loggers on 
a drive, steered their former buddies, 
dead for two months, into wickerwork 
baskets. 


A monument in the hearts and minds 
of the bereaved members of the 
community, the white pillar serves a 
more functional purpose as the 
headframe of East Malartic Mine’s new 
inclined shaft No. 4 -- affectionately 
nicknamed ‘The Big Slope’ at its 
inception, now and for evermore, 
branded by the miners with typically 
callous humour as ‘The Big Sleep’. 


It is a nec essary outlet, this harsh and 
sometimes cruel, humour of the miner, 
especially the shaftment of which | am 
one. 


Practical jokes are an essential opiate 
to relieve the unnatural conditions of 
working underground, a soporific to 
ease the tension of ever-present danger. 


Miners are childish in some ways and 
yet an especially youthful trait of theirs is 
both enviable and admirable. 


Despite their hard and dangerous 
occupation, their coarse jesting and 
crude profanity, most miners retain the 
deep, unshakable, abiding faith of 
childhood -- the main source of their 
strength. 


It was this strength which was 
required in overcoming the near 
insurmountable task of rescue which 
confronted our shaft crew when 12men 
of the graveyard shift were trapped 


below the fire which broke out on the 
tenth level of No. 4 shaft on April 23, 
1947, and later, on October 7, when four 
members of my own shift plunged to 
their death from a height of 500 feet ina 
free-riding timber cage. 


TRAPPED UNDERGROUND 


The fire, the miners trapped a half 
mile underground and the fate of the 
new million dollar shaft made a natural 
news story. 


Claustrophobia, a universal 
characteristic of mankind, has always 
amplified an underground or undersea

Back in November and December of 
1977 ... almost two years ago ... B rant 
Maracle of the Tyendinaga Reserve, an 
international poet and lecturer, wrote 
letters to Rene Levesque, Premier of 
Quebec, voicing his concern about 
what would happen to the Indian 
reservations in the Province of Quebec 
if that Province secedes from the rest of 
Canada. 


The original treaties with the Indians 
were made by the British Crown and the 
Indians are governed by the Indian Act. 


‘L told Mr. Levesque there would be 
pockets of resistance to the language 
bill from the Inuits and the Metis in 
Quebec,’ Mr. Maracle said. ‘If Quebec 
lost the natives it would lose two-thirds 
of its rich resources ... lumber, asbestos, 
copper and uranium.’ 


Mr. Maracle also wrote to the 
president of France, Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing, and to the speaker of the 
Senate in France, Edgar Faukre, on the 
same topic. 


Recipients of the letters to France 
both replied promptly and courteously 
... but no reply has yet been received 
from Mr. Lesveque. 


COULD THIS BE WHY? 


One reason for the long delay was 
suggested in a letter Mr. Maracle 
received last week, from Claude 
Servant, public affairs officer with the 
Gouvernement du Quebec office in 
Toronto, which said, in part, ‘They were 
addressed to Premier Rene Levesque, 
Provincial Government of Canada, 
Queb ec City, Quebec. | have a strong 
suspicion that your letters never 
reached Mr. Levesque’s office and 
might well be somewhere in one of the 
federal government’s offices in 
Quebec.’ 


Following is his letter in its entirety 
and Mr. Maracle’s reply. The Larry Zolf 
mentioned is a television writer and 
producer with CBC, who took an 
interest in this matter.

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EDITORIAL 


DON’T OVERLOOK THOSE LEFT BEHIND 


In recent months, a great deal of attention has been 
focussed on the plight of the boat people. 

We all know today that tens of thousands of Indochinese 
men, women and children have been forced into an 
exodus and reduced to begging for their right to live in 
foreign lands. 

But the case of the Indochinese refugees should not 
make us overlook the others. 

Elsewhere in the world, there are other refugee 
situations which are just as tragic, if not more so, but which 
receive less coverage in the media. 

According to known statistics, there are more than 13 
million refugees or displaced persons in the world. 

In many cases, the flood of refugees is the result of 
political systems which refuse to guarantee individuals and 
peoples their most elementary rights. People are harassed, 
imprisoned, tortured and killed. According to 
international organizations devoted to the defense and 
application of the Universal Declaration of Human Rights, 
these rights are violated on a steady basis in more than 100 
countries. 

An additional 12,000 Indochinese refugees will be 
welcomed to Canada by the end of the year, bringing the 
total to 20,878. With improved procedures, Canada hopes 
to welcome 50,000 Indochinese refugees by the end of 
1980. By mid-July, 430 national groups and 180 local groups 

had become involved in sponsoring refugees. 

But all this is not enough. Efforts have to be made in two 
directions at the same time: immediate help and a search 
for long-term solutions. 

Immediate help is aimed simply at ensuring a minimum 
number of guarantees that would facilitate an emergency 
aid operation, which in itself does not resolve the profound 
causes of the refugee problem. 

International aid should be aimed not only to refugees 
who leave their countries in search of new homes but also 
to the people who remain behind and are faced with the 
major task of reconstruction. 

It is only in multiplying efforts at these two levels that a 
durable and honourable solution will be found to the 
growing refugee problems.

New compensation regulations for livestock killed by dogs or hunters 


Agriculture and Food Minister Lorne 
C. Henderson has announced that 
regulations are now in effect covering 
the amount of compensation farmers 
may receive for livestock or poultry 
killed by dogs, hunters and bears 


Under the new regulations, a farmer is 
entitled to a maximum of $1,000 per 
animal for cattle, $200 per head for 
sheep, goats and hogs, and $100 for a 
fur-bearing animal 


A maximum of $500 applies to horses 
For poultry, one owner may receive a 
maximum of $1,000 in any one year 
Maximum compensation for an 
individual rabbit is$20, with a $1,000 
maximum to one owner in a year 


For hive equipment, maximum 
compensation has been set at $50, and 
tor honey bees at $25. 


The amount of any insurance payable 
on a killed or injured animal will be 
deducted from the estimated market 
value of the animal, and compensation 
calculated on that basis 


In making the announcement, Mr 
Henderson said, ‘The problem of dogs 
running loose in rural areas and 
attacking livestock is a particularly 
serious one. Personally, | think the most

CHICKEN LIVER PATE 


1 and 1/2 pounds fresh or frozen 
chicken livers 
1/2 pound lean chunk bacon 
1 medium onion 
2 bay leaves 
6-8 peppercorns 
4-5 all spice corns 
1/2 teaspoon kitchen bouquet 
Water 
Salt to taste 
Remove any fat, stringy bits and 
discoloured parts from the livers. Rinse 
and let drain. 


In a medium sized saucepan brown 
cubed bacon. Add chopped onion, bay 
leaves, peppers, all spice and kitchen 
bouquet. Simmer few minutes. 


Add chicken livers and cook, stirring 
occasionally until the livers are no 
longer pink. Add water just to cover, 
add salt and simmer 12-15 minutes. 


Put the livers, bacon and onions

The fall of 1977 was the best year, says 
Ronald Weir of the Kingston Field 
Naturalists who was instrumental in 
getting a banding program under way. 
Close to 600 saw-whet owls were 
banded that fall, with a record 134 
caught in one single night. That same 
night, a barred owl and a great horned 
ow! were also netted 


Last fall over 300 saw-whets were 
banded, bringing the total number of 
saw-whets banded since the program 
began to approximately 1,150. 


And this fall banding is under way 
again with operations commencing in

late September and expected to 
continue until the last of this month. 


The owls are trapped in mist nets, 
each about 50 feet in length and seven 
feet in height. They are opened at dusk 
and regular checks are made on them 
until the nets are closed before 
daybreak 


The nets are labelled and numbered 
and it must be noted in what net the bird 
was trapped and from which direction it 
entered. After its arrival at the 
Observatory, which is actually an old, 
defunct lighthouse, renovated to serve 
as headquarters for the banding 
operations, the owl is weighed, wings 
measured, and notes taken onthe shade 
of its secondary and primary wing 
feathers all of which serve in 
determining the age and sex of the bird. 


And most important, the owl is 


banded and released. 


In spite of the work which has been 
carried out at Prince Edward Point 
during the last few years of owl banding, 
very litte is actually known about the 
migratory habits of saw-whet owls. 
Ronald Weir says, to his knowledge, 
there is ‘no place that can match Prince 
Edward Point for saw-whet owls.’ 


Much has been learned concerning 
their habits, and which direction 
migration is taking place, but little is 
known about their wintering grounds. 
One thing is certain, however, says Mr. 
Weir. While it used to be the concensus 
that saw-whet owls were subject to 
invasions or eruptions like many other 
species, banding operations at Prince 
Edward Point have shown that the saw- 
whet is a regular migrant through the 
area.

disaster out of all proportion to the 
number of lives involved and the East 
Malartic Mine fire was no exception. 


The No. 4 shaft is cut out of solid rock 
on a 61 degree angle to a depth of 2,700 
feet. It is exactly like an elevator shaft in 
a skyscraper but is separated into 
compartments by British Columbia fir 
timbers...manways with emergency 
escape routes, skip compartment to 
haul ore to the surface and cage 
compartments to carry men and 
equipment. The cages and skips run on 
wheels up and down 85-pound railroad 
rails which are spiked to the timber that 
completely lines the shaft. This 
tremendous amount of timber formed 
the fuel for the fire. 


The shaftmen were mucking, drilling 
and blasting the shaft deeper and were 
caught under the fire. There was no 
other way out than to climb the ladders 
through the smoke and past the fire. 


Four men made it, a fifth almost did. 


Now began the terrific pressure on 
the mine officials. Here was a million 
dollar mine shaft going upin smoke that 
could be saved by smothering or 
drowning the fire but here, also, was the 
decided possibility of 11 men alive 
somewhere in the mine. 


And, to make matters worse, here ws 
the combined press of Canada featuring 
front-page pictures of the tearful wives 
and children of the entombed miners, 
clinging to the wire fence surrounding 
the mine. 


A day went by, then another and, 
finally, the fateful decision to seal the 
mine was made, after the gauges on the 
air compressors showed a major break 
in the air pipes somewhere in the mine 
which would prevent enough air 
reaching a hidden cul-de-sac where 
miners might still be alive. 


An estimated six million gallons of 
water was poured down the shaft. 


A month later, the mine was unsealed. 
| was among the first six men asked to go 
underground. 


No. 4 shaft was a proper mess.As the 
wood had been consumed in the fire, 
tons of steel rails, air and water pipes 
crashed down the shaft. Tons of rock, 
loosened by the heat of the fire and the 
cold of the water, hung over our heads 
like the sword of Damocles. 


We finally managed to bulkhead the 
shaft and, after setting up two small 
hoists for muck skips, we were ready to 
begin the descent. 


For once the imaginations of the copy 
writers of the world-wide press fell far 
short of the actuality. They described us 
as ‘working like mad men, tearing away 
at the muck with our bare hands’, but 
not one came close to the mark -- the 
day by day grind of dangling in safety 
harness from life ropes, the re- 
timbering, the back-breaking handling 
of the muck, the ever present danger of 
loosened rock and, above all, the 
continuous banshee-like moaning of 
our pumps as they stirred the 
odoriferous water in which the 
decomposing bodies were to lie for two 
months before receiving Christian 
burial. 


| remember so vividly that graveyard 
shift when we found the bodies. 


The pumps, left running between the 
change of shifts, had lowered the water 
two feet below the ceiling of a vast 
cavern blasted out of the hanging wall. 
The cavern, exposed to the air for the 
first time in two months, gave a strong 
hint that our search was at an end. 


Six of our former comrades could be 
seen floating near the roof of the 
station. 


The water was finally pumped low 
enough to enable the shaftment to float 
into the station on hastily-constructed 
rafts and while one tried to steer a 
corpse with a pike pole, two others 
attempted to manoeuvre a hinged 
Indian wicker-work basket about the 


inert form. 


Then the case was strapped shut like 
an Egyptian sarcophagus and the whole 


dripping burden was hauled up the 
ladders by ropes to the waiting cages. 


For the next few weeks we were busy 
clearing the shaft, using the alternative, 
vertical shaft No. 3 for transportation of 
men and supplies. Heavy y railrod rails 
had to be put in No. 4 shaft for mining 
operations to begin. 


On October 7, at long last, the brand 
new hoist was ready for its first day of 
operation in No. 4, 


I was on surface that day. At3,.25in the 
afternoon, a solitary electrician, 210 feet 
below, dismantled his scaffolding from 
the skip compartment where he had 
been installing a signal box and thereby 
averted death by scant seconds as the 
electric power cut off on the brand new 
hoist, the foolproof automatic brake 
failed to function and the tandem skips 
plunged with sickening speed’past the 
spot where he had been working, 
carrying four men to their watery graves 
at the bottom. 


When the rescue crews climbed 
down the ladders to the twelfth level, it 
was a nightmare tangle of water, broken 
rock and timber. Only the cable, shiny 
and black with grease, stretching from 
surface to the water line gave a clue to 
the presence of the men below. 


Until permission was received from 
the inspector of mines for the hoist to 
attempt to pull up the cable, there was 
absolutely nothing to do.

We stood there waiting. 


This was the situation into which a 
young man, dressed in an oversize oil 
suit and ill-fitting miner's hat, stepped. 


From his awkward descent of the 
slippery ladder rungs | could tell he had 
never been underground before. | had 
scarcely time to wonder what fool had 
allowed this greenhorn to come down 
here as he teetered back and forth on 
the narrow plank bridging the black 
water when, to my utter amazement he 
violated the initial rule of mining safety - 
- he took off his hard hat and so did all 
the experienced miners who should 
have known better. 


He fished a purple cloth fringed with 
gold from his pocket and fastened it 
around his neck. He crossed himself and 
spoke a few words. 


He was a young priest who, despite his 
own fears, had climbed down into our 
private hell to give Absolution to our 
dead or dying comrades in the watery 
muck below. 


tam not familiar with the ritual of the 
Catholic Church, but | have attended 
Midnight Mass at Christmas in 
magnificent St. Mary's Cathedral in 
Kingston. | have never witnessed a 
more impressive and sincere ceremony 
that that given by this priest amidst the 
candlelight twinkling of our miners’ 
lamps in the arched nave of the twelfth 
station a half mile below surface. 
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underground 


Later, as we worked in the ‘hole’ tied 
to life ropes at intervals up the shaft, the 
normally pitch black shaft above us was 
dotted with our lights...like Main street 
on a Saturday night. 


When the skips were finally pulled 
out of the water, from my perch in the 
shaft | could discern the limp form of a 
dead friend flung across the top of the 
skip as clearly as an hour later! could see 
his blanketed basket on top of the 
electric motor as | drove him along the 
level to the No. 3 shaft. 


STUPID IRONY! 


| helped to carry him to the waiting 
cage and, as the door clanged shut 
behind him and the cage rose, suddenly 
the utter stupidity of it struck me. 


A standard joke among miners was 
the farcical situation where we dug gold 
out of the ground in Malartic, Quebec, 
sent it two thousand miles to Fort Knox, 
and had it returned to the ground. 


Now, the macabre jest had come 
home to roost. 


Here we were, sending one of our 
own to surface to be reinterred in a 
ceremony that could not fail to be 
anticlimaxial to the beautiful, inspiring 
service that had been read at the bottom 
of the shaft.

WOULD IT BLOW UP??? 


One big truck for one little bottle 


Tension was high! 


Under the cold, blue October sky, last 
Wednesday morning, a large truck from 
the Ontario Ministry of Transportation 
and Communications inched its way 
down the road from the Glenora 
Fisheries Research Station, carrying a 
highly-explosive ...(or was it?) ...little 
bottle, blanketed in loads of sand. 


The little bottle contained picric acid, 
a liquid which can crystalize over long 
periods and, when it crystalizes, it can 
explode. 


But had this one crystalized? No one 
knew. 


The bottle was opaque and they 
didn’t dare take the top off to look ... 
that would have triggered the explosion 
if it had crystalized. 


Picric acid used to be used in schools 
and, in many places has remained sitting 
... and crystalizing...on school shelves. 


Warnings were sent out recently to 
schools, and to other labs, such as the 
Glenora Station, where picric acid might 
have been ona shelf foralong period of 


time. 


At first, it was intended to take the 
bottle from the station to some distant 
place for detonation, but a police escort 
would have been needed for the 
highway trip. And, on that Wednesday 
morning, all the distric t police were 
busy setting up roadblocks for the 
thieves who had robbed a bank at 
Consecon. 


So, the detonation had to be done 
some place, close at hand, but far 
enough away from people and 
buildings.

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They knew how to handle a wife-beater 
back in the days of the gay nineties

Parents protest ‘makeshift’ kindergarten solution 


Sophiasburgh Central School appears 
to have a problem...while enrollments 
are dropping in many school area, the 
kindergarten enrollment at Sophias- 
burg has increased beyond the 24 pupils 
set as the maximum number of 
kindergarten age students one teacher 
can handle. 


The school kindergarten is held every 
second day.There is one teacher tor the 
30 children enrolled. On alternate days, 
this teacher handles only 9 children at 
the North Marysburgh School 
Kindergarten. 


For some time now Sophiasburh 
parents have been paying more than _ 
their share of school taxes. The 
township was one of only three of the 
Prince Edward municipalities which had 
been reassessed before the Ontario 
government froze assessments back in 
1970. Those municipalities, including 
North Marysburgh, which were not 
reassessed before the freeze, have been 
paying less than their full share of school 


taxes. 


Yet kindergarten pupils in 
Sophiasburg are getting only one- 
thirtieth of the teacher’s attention while 
those in North Marysburgh are getting 
one-ninth. 


Before the end of the last school year, 


Sophiasburg’s principal, Wayne Lindsay, 
requested allocation for a second 


“kindergarten and a full-time 


kindergarten teacher. By the first week 
of school in September this year, 30 
children were registered and again a 
second kindergarten class was 
requested.

Newly-appointed co-ordinating 
chaplain for the Kingston General 
Hospital, Rev. Frank Bell of Kingston, 
took time from his busy schedule 
Thursday to speak with the 80 or more 
Anglican Church Women of the Quinte 
Deanery, Diocese of Ontario, who 
gathered at St. Mary Magdalene Church 
for the annual Deanery meeting. 


Rev. Bell will have a supervisory role 
in looking after the department of 
religion at Kingston General Hospital. 


In his address he traced the role of the 
Church in ministering to the sick from 
the time of the Crusades when hospices 
and infirmaries were provided by the 
religious community to the present 
concept of the ministry in Regional 
Hospitals 


He said that in recent years it has been 
assumed that the Parish priest took care 
of the needs of people in hospital, and 
they still do, but vast numbers of people 
are now entering hospitals who have no 
connection with the Church at all, but 
who still have great needs in the area of 
spirituality. 


The program of chaplaincy at 
Kingston is funded by the Anglican 
Church, the United Church and the 
hospital board, which gives the religious 
groups an opportunity for a greater 
degree of input into the program. 


A program of visitation has been set 
up, and five women have taken a course 
in visitation and are accredited by the 
hospital as religious visitors, and, in fet, 
hospitals now insist that the people 
working in the hospital are clinically 
trained before becoming a part of the 
team involved in the healing process. 


Mr. Bell said he is happy that hospital 
boards are recognizing the need for

Remove any fat, stringy bits and 
discoloured parts from the livers. Rinse 
and let drain. 


In a medium sized saucepan brown 
cubed bacon. Add chopped onion, bay 
leaves, peppers, all spice and kitchen 
bouquet. Simmer few minutes. 


Add chicken livers and cook, stirring 
occasionally until the livers are no 
longer pink. Add water just to cover, 
add salt and simmer 12-15 minutes. 


Put the livers, bacon and onions 
through a meat grinder (once for 
Coarse, twice for fine pate). 


Mix the ground livers with the stock 
till smooth over low heat until it comes

When there was no action by the 
School Board, the: parents of the 
kindergarten children, at a meeting, 
passed a mo* ion asking the school 
board to reconsider its decision. 


When they received no answer from 
\he board, they took up a petition and 
presented 2 brief to the board...which 
reads, in part: 


Mr. Chairman, Members of the 
Board, we have been asked approach 
you on behalf of the parents and 
residents of Sophiasburg. Our 
community is very concerned by what 
has happened to the kindergarten class 
at Sophiasburgh Central School. 


As you all know, we have a single 
kindergarten class of 30 children who 
come to school every second day. There 
is a wide age range from 4 yearolds to 
almost 6. Most of these children are 
involved in group activity for the first 
time, not many having attended either a 
preschool or any other facility before. 


We have an excellent teacher for this 
class - Miss Margaret Pickering. We 
recognize the attempt of the school and 
its staff to organize a solution to the 
problem of handling this large a group. 
Mrs. Mowbray, a community volunteer, 
is helping in the kindergarten class as 
she is able, and Mrs. Thompson, our 
Grade 2/3 teacher is assigned to help for 
1% hours every morning ( Mr. Lindsay 
takes her class); also, when possible two 
Grade 7/8 students come and help. 


We, the taxpayers of Sophiasburgh 
consider this ‘makeshift’ solution not 
only suboptimal but also detrimental to 
our children. 


The Sophiasburgh Central School 
draws its pupils from a very large area. It 
is very rural, encompassing only a few 
hamlets. Sophiasburgh is the only 
school in the area and for most children 
it represents the focal point for many of 
their activities. Therefore, the children’s 
introduction into the school system in 
kindergarten is very imprtant to their 
future attitudes and expectations from 
school. 


Attached is a copy of the kindergarten 
timetable. Upon perusal, you can see 
that recess for instance is 15 minutes. In 
that time period 30 children have to be 
yssisted in dressing and undressing as 
well as having some time outside. Even 
with helpers this becomes a formidabl e 
ask. 


As you can see from this example, 
which can be repeated for each activity 
the goal of the kindergarten as a place 
for the social development and 
preparation for school of the individual 
child, cannot be achieved. The child 
could possibly suffer in the 

development of his ability to question 

and express himself in future years. 


Our understanding is that the North 
Marysburgh kindergarten has a total of 
nine pupils. Nine pupil have the 
attention of one teacher one day - the 
next day 30 children have to share it. Do 
not the 30 children merit equal 
attention? 


A number of our parents and future 
parents are a present considering other 
schools to send their children to. A few 
parents have sent their children to other 
schools, or kept them out of 
kindergarten. If this trend continues, we 
will not only lose tax dollars, with 
consequent damage to Sophiasburgh 

Central School, but our whole 
community will suffer. 


The school board policy of a 
maximum of 24 children per 
kindergarten class was rightly set up by 
you with very good reasons. This is 
perhaps the most formative school year 
and a child’s expectations are formed 
here. A teacher cannot reasonably be 
expected to handle more than 24 
children and do a good job. By having to 
juggle our teachers and rely on 
volunteers, we are being placed at a 
disadvantage with other schools.

destroys 2 business, damages 3 


By TERRY SPRAGUE 


Fire of undetermined cause Friday 
completely destroyed two Picton 
businesses, extensively damaged three 
adjoining firms and resulted in heavy 
smoke and water damage to a sixth 
Levelled in the blaze were Picton 
Discount and Midtown Restaurant, the 
latter having only opened a few years 
ago 


Picton Fire Department received the 
call from Picton Discount proprietor 
Clifford (Kip) Bowerman at 11:40 a.m 
Earlier reports that the fire was thought 
to have started in the basement of 
Picton Discount were denied by 
Bowerman who said one of his six staff 
had been down in the basement five 
minutes earlier and noticed nothing. 


‘Next thing we knew, smoke was 
filtering through the wall.’ 


Picton Fire Chief Robert Branscombe 
said he was ‘reasonably sure’ the fire 
started in the Midtown restaurant. The 
Ontario Fire Marshall was due to arrive 
Monday to sift through the rubble of the 
blaze which caused approximately one 
million dollars damage. 


With reinforcements from Belleville 
which dispatched an aerial ladder truck, 
and the Bloomfield-Hallowell fire 
department, firemen fought the blaze 
for ten hours with firemen still on the 
scene early Saturday morning soaking 
the smoldering remains. 


THICK SMOKE 


Before the entire structure was 
engulfed in flames, smoke was so thick 


several businesses across the street were - 


forced to lock their doors and seal the 
entrances with blankets. 


Smoke was heavy in the neighbouring 
Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce, 
but the bank continued to remain open 
for business. 


The front of the restaurant and 
discount store collapsed by mid- 
afternoon and efforts were 
concentrated to saving Inrigs Drug 
Store, Quinte’s Isle Travel Bureau and 
Stanton Insurance. Fire, however, man- 
aged to get through the firewall and 
caused extensive damage to these three 
firms. 


John Inrig and Don Stanton were able 
to save files, records and some 
furnishings. 


Also damaged in the blaze was 
Beamish Department Store, when fire 
was spotted in an upper storey. 
Firemen trained their hoses on the 
flames, bringing them under control, 
but not before causing considerable 
smoke and water damage to 
merchandise below. 


None of the apartments above Picton 
Discount or Midtown Restaurant were 
occupied, although one above the 
restaurant was being made ready for 
occupancy. 

BROUGHT BACK MEMORIES 


Picton Discount, formerly Carter 


Brothers Hardware, was one ot the 
oldest stores in town. For former 
proprietor, Colin Carter, who operated 
the store for 44 years, ‘It brought back a 
lot of memories’. 


Mr. Carter remembers the store was 
extended at the rear in 1925, and this 
area contained electrical supplies and 
appliances. ‘The cement-stone walls of 
that extension is the only part of the 
store which still remains,’ Mr. Carter 
laughed 


Asked how he felt seeing his former 
business burning to the ground, he said, 
‘ve learned to take life as it comes.’ 


Kip Bowerman of Picton Discount had 
the same philosophy, when contacted 
Saturday night. ‘You just take her as she 
comes.” 


NUMEROUS FIRES 


This area of Picton has been the scene 
of numerous fires in the last several 
years 


Mr. Carter recalled ‘a bad fire’ which 
destroyed an office area in the former 
Carter Brothers Hardware in 1916. The 
Midtown Restaurant is the former 
Staffords Grocery which was gutted by 
fire about five years ago. Inrig’s Drug 
Store was hit by fire several years ago 
and renovated at its present site. 


Across the street, fire destroyed the 
Guild Restaurant and two adjoining 
businesses three years ago. This site is 
now occupied by Francis Bakery, Denim 
and Disc, and Circle of Sound. 


The new Bank of Commerce, 
threatened in Friday’s fire, is in the 
location of the former Town and 
Country Restaurant which was 
destroyed by fire in 1958. 


In that fire, an entire business block 
which contained the restaurant and 
Sobie’s Ladies and Childrens Wear, four 
occupied apartments and a basement 
storage area containing stoves, stored 
there by the building’s owner, Harry 
Abramsky, was reduced to rubble. 


The fire also claimed the life of a 
restaurant employee who became 
trapped in the building.

Texans in long woolies arrive in October heat wave 


An advance party of four Texans 
arrived at the Karl Vandenburgh farm, 
R.R. 4, Napanee, and even in their long 
woolies they haven't decided if they 
really like this climate. 


The four immigrants are Angora goats 
- a billy, two nannies and a kid - part of 
the 11 goats Karl bought last July in San 
Angelo, Texas. 


Karl's interest in Angora goats is two 
fold. They always had a milk goat at 
home in Holland, so he was familiar with 
and liked goats. Secondly in 
conversation with local hand spinners 
and weavers he found they were limited 
to sheep’s wool only, and many would 
like to find a source of Mohair, the hair 
from Angora goats. 


Finding a source of Angora goats was 
the first of many hurdles Karl had to 
overcome. He trailed down two sources 
in Canada - one in B.C. and one in 
Sudbury. The first was too far away and 
the second had no extra animals to sell. 
His only source seemed to be the heart 
of Angora goat production on the 
continent - Texas. Asubscription to ‘The 
Ranch Magazine’, the official 
publication of the Texas Sheep and Goat 
Raisers’ Association confirmed this and 
offered an auction of purebred Angoras 
at the ranch of Mr. Geo. Ahlischwere, 
San Angelo, Texas. A telephone call to 
Mr. Ahlischwede gave Karl the 
information that he was selling his 
whole flock to go into pure bred 
Rambouillet sheep. He also told Karl 
that pure bred Angora billies were 
selling in the $300 to $400 range and 
nannies in the $100 to $200 range. The 
Canadian Department of Agriculture 
told him that the only thing he needed 
to import goats was a certificate showing 
them free of ‘Blue Tongue’ a viral 
disease that also infects sheep. It 
seemed that everything was set.

The first set back was at the sale in July. 
The price of Mohair had jumped to 
$4.50 a pound and the commercial 
Angora goat herd owners were buying 
purebred stock to improve their grades. 
Some of these herds have as many as 
2,500 goats. Karl’s planned 20 goat 
purchase had to be reduced to 11 to fit 
his budget (the billies sold in the $700 
range and the nannies were fetching 
around $350). Karl was disappointed but 
when he read of a sale held three weeks 
later he considered himself lucky - the 
prices had doubled again. 


At the sale he met a couple from 
Quebec that has Angoras and who were 


Deseronto appealing 
equalized assessment 


Last July, the Ontario Minister of 
Revenue announced new equalization 
factors for the purpose of providing an 
updated and standard basis for 
calculating certain grants and municipal 
cost-sharing arrangements. The new 
factos replaced those which were 
frozen in 1970. 


There was a great outcry, a few weeks 
ago, when school boards received 
estimates of what school tasxes would 
have been in their municipalities if the 
new equalization factors had been 
applied this year. Although a few 
municipalities which had been 
reassessed prior to 1970 would have 
some decrease in total amount of school 
taxes to be paid, the majority would 
have seen a huge increase in school 
levies. 

There was another side to the picture 
too .. the new factors would also affect 
levies for county taxation .. and no one 
really knew by just how much.

After the United States entered the 
war some airmen from Deseronto used 
to go to Texas in the winter and some 
airmen from Texas spent the summer in 
Deseronto. 


One of the Texans was Vernon Castle, 
husband of the famous dancer. 


The officers had a mess at the corner 
of Mill and Dundas Streets and, when 
Mrs. Castle was visiting her husband, 
she would sometimes dance for his 
fellow officers. 


This bit of history came up when Al 
Smith, manager of the assessment 
services with the Trenton Assessment 
Office, called to’ask if we had any 
information about a post office at the 
air base. t.

One cattleman figures that, to borrow 
the money to buy a 500-pound calf, he 
would pay $8 in interest, while he 
fattened it up for market. It will reach 
1,100 pounds by the time it is sold and 
that ends up as 468 pounds of retail meat

Women hold 
book fair

Actually one can't call it a library, 
although it does have from eight to 
10,000 books on display. For one thing. it 
is too noisy. There is a low. almost 
contented, rumble of voices, the sound 
of books being shuffled. dropped into 
shopping bags and cardboard boxes, 
and the occasional one on the floor 


And if any librarian saw 50 or so 
people piled against the door waiting 
for it to open, she would probably make 
a hasty retreat out through the back 
entrance 


Once let in the doors, the people 
bustle around with a sort of happy kind 
of madness which the world could use a 
lot more of, browsing through tons of 
books, leaving after perhaps a half hour 
so with boxes and shopping bags full 
and satisfied smiles 


It takes place annually about this time 
and is the Annual Book Fair, sponsored 
by the Picton and District University 
Women's Club. Throughout the year 
books are donated to the event and are 
offered for sale at prices ranging from 
five or ten cents for ‘tired’ books to 
anywhere up to five dollars or more for 
hard cover books in like new condition 


The University Club is made up of 
university graduates in the community 
who are concerned with education, the 
upbringing and nurturing of children, 
and the concerns of women. The local 
chapter which takes in Picton and 
neighboring communities contains 
some 30 members. 


The money raised from the annual 
book fair is set aside as an education 
fund, earmarked for scholarships for 
Prince Edward Collegiate Institute. One 
year, $250 was donated to Picton’s 
Queen Elizabeth School to assist in the

Pocket books seem to be the big 
seller, says Mrs. Gribble. Many people 
buy a number of books, read them, anc 
return them to be resold the following 
year, she observes. 

‘It's an excellent way to recycl 
books!’ 

She says the same faces generally 
show up every year, and most of them at 

about the same time of the day. "We 
have the early ones who wait for the 
door to open, and there are the late 
comers who arrive later in the 
afternoon.” 


The event has proved very popular 
with school students, some of them after 
supplimentary text books, others 
searching for inexpensive reading 
material. 


‘The calibre of books the children and 
students select is really good,’ observes 
Mrs. Gribble. ‘We are very impressec 
with the kind of material they are 
looking through.” 


Members of the University Club, with 
Ingrid Ackerman as convenor, were 
busy from 9 a.m. to 2.30 p.m. processing 
the purchased books. And for the first 
time in its 17-year history, coffee was 
available to the public. 


While only a one day event, planning 
for the book fair gets under way as early 
as July, with actual sorting and 
displaying of books taking place only a 
couple of days before the event. 


Other items sold are records, sheet 
music, and magazines ‘If anyone has any 
of these items they wish to donate or 
books of any description, we wil 
acccept them right now for wext year.< 
We'll find some place to store them unti 
next year!”

We’re bringing refugees in from the orient 
and sending ‘WASPS’ to China to fight worms 


One of the least noticed, but perhaps 
most important, items in the growing list 
of exchanges with China wasa shipment 
earlier this. year of 100 tiny wasps from 
the University of Guelph. Prof. John 
Laing, who reared and sent the wasps, 
hopes that in the future some other 
exotic specimens from China may make 

the return trip. 


The exchange is all in the cause of 
providing better control of troublesome 
insect pests in both countries, and at the 
same time reducing the amount of 
pesticides sprayed into the atmosphere. 


The wasps that Prof. Laing sent to 
China this summer will help Chinese 
gardeners control the cabbage worm. 


cab bage worms have also tound their 
way to China 


The wasp is a native of Europe, and 
was first found in Canada in British 
Columbia in 1963, where it has helped 
control the cabbage worm. Since major 
areas of China have similar climate to 
much of Canada, Prof. Laing hopes that 
other beneficial insects from China may 
ultimately come to Canada to return the 
compliment. 


The wasps sent to China were part of a 
group being reared at the University of 
Guelph for release in Southern Ontario 
against the imported cabbage worm. 
When Chinese officials contacted Dr. 
Jim Keleher of Agriculture Canada, he 
put them in touch with Prof. Laing, an

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LETTER 


Dear Editor: 


It has become apparent that in the 
near future Bill Davis is planning to 
balance his provincial budget out of the 
pocket books of Ontario Home-owners. 
Already he has broken almost every 
municipal-provincial tax sharing 
agreement but his latest ‘Equalized 
Assesment’ really means that rural 
Ontario will pay more. Your rural 
municipal government through no fault 
of their own, will have to pay a larger 
share of provincial government 
services. 


The rural home-owner (that includes 
villages) is the loser. Those on fixed 
income, the retired, will be the losers. 
Rural Ontario will lose 


Already, recent warnings have come 
from many community leaders. For 
example: Peter Hannam, President, 
Ontario Federation of Agriculture, said 
that farm taxes across the province in 
1980 could increase by up to 50% andin 
Peterborough County for example, up 
to 40% 


Mel Lastman, Maye ; of North York, 
expects land taxes there to double in 
seven years. Closer to home the Reeve 
of Belmont Methuen expects municipal 
taxes to increase 50 - 60% in 1980 (40% 
for education alone). Norwood’s 
education tax will increase by 23.6% and 
Havelock’s by 48.2%. At the same time 
the City of Peterborough’s education 
costs will go down by 17.6% 


This is the reality of the present form 
of Equalized Assesment. It will devastate 
small town and rural Ontario. The plan 
in its present form is obviously 
unacceptable. The system of supporting 
social services like education, health 


and welfare, and police from land tax 
can be no longer accepted 


| propose the following as a solution 
to the present taxation dilemma 


1 Accept equalized Assesment as a fair 
orinciple (like homes pay like taxes.) 


2 But first remove most or all of 
2ducation tax from the home-owner 
and municipal tax payer. Get 
2ducation tax from general revenue, 
rom the province as a whole, where all 
wage earners will pay their fair share. 


3 Remove taxes from the home- 
owner for all taxes for services which do 
vot apply to the home or land. 


4. Home-owners should pay land 
axes only for services applied to the 
and. (i.e. garbage, local government, 
“ounty government, etc.) 


5. Tie provincial-municipal cost 
haring plans to the rate of inflation. 


The results of these proposals would 
allow the municipalities to plan ahead 
and budget. Municipal government 
would be truly responsible for 
2xpenses under their control. Home- 
awners would not pay a greater tax than 
others for education, health and welfare 
atc. The principle of progressive 


taxation, the ability to pay (which at 
resent the province is avoiding) would 
oe restored and the quality of municipal 
zovernment greatly enhanced.

Some relief for equalization now 
— but what will happen in future

In Deseronto, for example, it was 
estimated that the school levy would be 
up by $63,000 and the county levy by 
$11,000. 


Municipalities across the province 
were given until Nov. 1 to file appeals. 


On October 12, in response to 
questions in the Ontario Legislature, the 
Hon. Thomas Wells, Minister of 
Intergovernmental Affairs, said, in part: 
“We propose to alleviate the impact by 
providing special funding to 
municipalities in 1980. In addition, we 
are instituting a limit on the assessment 
shifts which can take place in 1980 as a 
result of the new factors. 


Basically, for municipal 
apportionment purposes, assessment 
shifts caused by the new factors of up to 
five per cent will be allowed to take 
place in 1980. For general municipal 
purposes shifts in levies caused by the 
new factors will be limited to five per 
cent as well. 


Carman Milligan, Deseronto’s clerk 
treasurer, is concerned that the 
government is moving relief for 1980 
but wonders what will happen after 


1980. 


‘If the shift caused by the new 
equalization factor is kept to a 
maximum increase of 5% then 
Deseronto will experience a minimum 
increase in the 1980 education levy of 
$7,000 and a minimum increase of $2,100 
in the county levy,’ he told Deseronto 
Council at Monday night’s meeting. 


And, still up in the air is the provincial 
average per capita equalized assessment 
which is an integral part of the 
government's formula for resource 
equalization grants to municipalities. 


Deseronto council is going to file an 
appeal with the Revenue Ministry. 
Included, as one of its reasons, will be 
the fact that reassessment figures were 
arrived at by doing a sampling only of 
the municipalities and not a complete 
reassessment of all property. 


Copies of the appeal will be sent to 
the opposition parties at Queen’s Park 
as well as to the Premier. 


In addition, Deseronto will endorse 
similar resolutions from Tweed and 
West Carleton.

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Scholarship was set up at end of WWI to 
honour Deseronto and district soldiers 


When James Zieman of Deseronto is 
awarded the Deseronto Memorial 
Scholarship at Napanee District 
Secondary School next week, he will, in 
fact, be accepting a gift from former 
students of the cid Deeronio High 
School and citizens of the town. 


Back in the spring of 1919, shortly after 
the end of the First World War, the 
students at the Deseronto High School, 
and the people of Deseronto pooled 
High School War Memorial Scholarship 
Fund ‘in commemoration of the 
students of the high school and other 
young men of the vicinity who took part 
in the World’s Great Struggle just 
brought to a close and especially of 
those who made the Supreme Sacrifice 
in said war’. 
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That wording is taken from a high 
school booklet, probably a year book, 
which is now in the files of the 
Deseronto Library. 


Through the efforts of students and 
townsfolk, $1,000 was raised. 


The fund was to be treated as an 
endowment fund and to be invested in 
Government securities, preferably 
Victory Bonds, and the income used to 
maintain the scholarship. 


Names of those who gave their lives in 
the war were to be inscribed on the 
certificate or letter granted or presented 
to the winner of the scholarship, and the 
names of the ‘Fallen Heroes’ were to be 
read aloud at the presentation.

Picton tombstone — believe it or not

The late William Pierce has gone 
down in history for accomplishing a feat 
which no other man in Prince Edward 
County, or the entire world for that 
matter, has been able to do. 


According to his tombstone, located 
in the cemetery of the Prince Edward 
County Museum, Picton, he somehow 
managed to die on February 31, in 1860. 
No one seems to know how the error 
came to be, but the oddity found its way 
into Ripley’s ‘Believe It or Not’ book. 


For those who enjoy basking in 
nostalgia, there are six museums 
sprinkled across Prince Edward County, 
all of which are open throughout much 
of the year. 


The County Museum is actually an old 
Anglican church, deeded to Prince 
towara County by the Diocese, in 1970, 
to be used as a museum. 


The building contains two floors of 
displays and museum director Donald 
McDermaid and assistant Janet DeVries 
say visitation to the museum during the 
month of June this year was up 35 per 
cent from last year. 


Nearby, Macaulay House, the old 
Anglican rectory, was purchased by 
Prince Edward County Countil in 1974 
for restoration. 


The rectory is an example of the early 
Upper Canada Canadian brick dwelling 
and, at present, is nearing completion. It 
is expected the building, when 
completed, will be furnished as it would 
have been in 1850. 


Unlike many museums, there has 
been little change to the adjacent 
grounds, and the landscape appears 
much as it did in 1847. The late Reverend 
William Macaulay was buried in the 
churchyard in 1874 


MARINERS MEMORIAL PARK 


The Mariners Memorial Park and 
Museum at South Bay is marked by a 
139-year-old lighthouse, brought from 
False Duck Island when the museum 
was begun as a Centennial project in 
1967. — 

The museum, designed by William 
Kettlewell of Black Creek, was built in 


1973, and officially opened the 
following year after nine years of effort 


on the part of the South toed ited 
Marine Society in co-operation with the 
South Marysburgh Township Council. 


Several hundred people have 
donated artifacts to the museum and 
Marine Park, with new donations being 
received annually. Past chairman of the 
Marine Society, Phil Dodds, says the 
museum is an excellent place to assure 
that the stories of marine life and fishing 
are preserved for posterity. 


Every August a memorial service is 
held at the adjacent United Church to 
pay tribute to all sailors past and present. 


At Waupoos, the North Marysburgh 
Museum, formerly known as the Rose 
HOuse, was officially opened in 1962. 
The museum is a settler’s home, built by 
Peter Rose in 1818 and belonging to the 
family for six generations. 


The displays are devoted to telling the 
story of the settlement and 
development of North Marysburgh 
Township. Every spring, a strawberry 
festival marks the season’s opening of 
the museum.

ONTARIO PAYS HIGHEST MEDICAL PREMIUMS 
AND WHAT DO WE GET IN RETURN??? 


Is the Ontario Government abiding by conditions laid down 
by the Federal Government in 1977 when provinces were given 
block funding for health care and the Federal Government 
withdrew from the day to day administration of the plan... or is 
the Ontario Government sabotaging our provincial health 
plan? 


‘The 1977 arrangements were negotiated on the 
understanding underlined by law, that the five basic 
conditions of the program would be met... it must be Canada- 
wide. universal, accessible, portable, publicly operated and 
financed mostly through the public tax system,’ Monique 
Begin, former Federal Minister of Health and Welfare under 
the Liberal Government, said last spring. 


She also said, at that time, that the Federal Government had 
not been cutting back on health care budgets ... ‘In Ontario, 
for example, the federal contribution to health costs will rise 
by a solid 13.8% during the coming year ... It is no secret that 
some provincial governments are squeezing hospitals 
mercilessly.’ 


How does Ontario’s health ag stand up to those con- 
ditions of the program set by the Federal Government? 


Ontario citizens now pay the highest medicare premiums in ™ 
the country ... $480 a year fora family ... andthe premium is the 
same whether you are rich or not. 


Only three provinces use the premium system ... Ontario, 
British Columbia and Alberta ... All other provinces pay for 
medicare programs more progressively, through income 
taxes. 


In Ontario, despite the fact that there are many people who 
do not pay premiums, because of age or other conditions, 
there are still many people (some of them unemployed 
through no fault of their own) who do not have coverage 
because they can’t afford it ... so it is not universal. 


If Ontario paid health costs like most other provinces, 9 out 
of 10 Ontario taxpayers would pay less than they pay today in 
tax and OHIP premiums. 


Even if you have OHIP coverage, you may still not be able to 
get medical help because of inability to find a doctor whois still 
in the OHIP plan. Paying the additional amount to a doctor 
who has opted out, is an extra cost on top of the high premiums 
we already pay. 


Michael Cassidy, leader of Ontario’s New Democratic Party 
had just completed a fact-finding project on health care and 
the NDP is conducting a six-week campaign through the riding 
associations to develop public awareness of the seriousness of 
the medical care crisis. 


“Continued hospital cuts by the provincial government are 
now impairing the ability ot Ontario’s health care system to 
provide basic levels of patient care,’ he reported. ‘Over- 
worked staff, long waiting lists, lack of chronic care facilities, 
patients stacked up in emergency wards, are only the tip of the 
iceberg.’ 


Chances are you will have to go to the hospital one day. The 
question is will there be a doctor available who won't charge 
you extra before seeing you? Will there be a nurse or orderly 
on duty? Will you get a hospital bed?

Advice on fall bulb care 


Caring for bulbs is a pleasant garden- 
ing task in autumn. ‘Annual bulbs must 
be stored for the winter while tulip and 
daffodil bulbs can be planted for indoor 
winter enjoyment,’ says John Hughes, 
horticulturist, Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food. 


‘First it's important to treat gladioli, 
dahlia and canna bulbs properly now so 
they will grow next year,’ says Mr. 
Hughes. ‘Home gardeners probably 
leave some soil attached to the roots of 
dahlias an cannas. Make sure these roots 
are stored in boxes or bushel hampers in 
cool conditions to prevent disease and 
rot.’ 


Other bulbs — tulips and daffodils — 
are now available at local gardening 
centres for planting and forcing into 
bloom. Mr. Hughes suggests planting 
half a dozen of your favorite variety ina 
flower pot, about 20 centimetres (8 in.) 
wide. 


To begin, moisten sterilized potting 
soil thoroughly, and place the pot in the 
basement for three weeks. When roots 
appear, place the potted bulbs outdoors 
under a heavy straw or hay mulch for 10 
to 12 weeks. In the new year, bring the 
pot indoors where warmer temper- 
atures will encourage flowering in two 
to three weeks. 


‘Enjoy the burst of spring in your 
living room then remove the dying 
blooms and water the remaining 
foliage,’ says Mr. Hughes. ‘Later in the 
spring, transplant these bulbs and their 
foliage to a permanent outdoor location 


where. they can-bloom again in two.or 


three years.’
